PETA offers some 
cool ideas for hot 
dogs 

Whew, it's hot outside. And if 
you think you are about to dissolve 
into a puddle of sweat, pity poor 
Fido. Beating the heat can be tough 
for dogs because they can only cool 
themselves by panting and sweating 
through their paw pads. 

Heat stroke can come on quickly 
and result in brain damage or death. 
Watch for symptoms, such as rest- 
lessness, excessive thirst, heavy pant- 
ing, lethargy, lack of appetite, dark 
tongue, rapid heartbeat, fever, vom- 
iting, or lack of coordination. If your 
dog shows any of these symptoms, 
get her to shade immediately and call 
your veterinarian. Lower body tem- 
perature gradually by providing wa- 
ter to drink, applying a cold towel or 
ice pack to the head, neck and chest, 
or immersing the dog in tepid (not 
cold) water. 



"Every summer we hear about 
tragedies that could have been 
prevented," says PETA Cruelty 
Caseworker Jennifer O'Connor. 
"Many people do not realize how 
quickly animals left outside 
without shade or water or left in 
hot cars can succumb to the 
heat." 

Prevent heat stroke by taking 
these precautions: 

• Never leave a dog in a parked 
car. On a 78 degree day, the temper- 
ature inside a shaded car is 90 de- 
grees, while a car parked in the sun 
can reach 160 degrees in minutes. 
Animals can succumb to heat stroke 
in just 15 minutes. 

• If you see a dog in a car, take 
down the car's color, model, make 
and license plate number and have 
the owner paged inside the store, or 
call local humane authorities or po- 
lice. Contact PETA for a supply of Dy- 
ers on the dangers of heat stroke to 
leave on windshields. 

• Do not carry your dog in the 
bed of a pick-up truck. This is always 



dangerous, but the heat brings the 
added danger of burning the dog's 
feet on the hot metal. 

• Do not take your dog jogging— 
except on cool mornings or 
evenings — and do not force exer- 
cise, On long walks, rest often and 
bring plenty of water. Hot pave- 
ment can burn dogs' paws; 
choose shady, grassy routes. 

• Trim heavy-coated dogs' fur, 
but leave an inch for protection 
against insects and sunburn. Yes 
dogs get sunburn. Keep an eye on a 
areas where hair is thin, like eyelids, 
ears and nose. 

• Keep your dog indoors. If he 
must stay outside, avoid the hottest 
part of the day. Provide shade, water, 
and a kiddie pool Keep drinking wa- 
ter in an anchored bucket or heavy 
bowl. 

• Be a watchdog for chained 
dogs. Make sure they have food, wa- 
ter and shelter. If you see a dog in dis- 
tress, contact humane authorities. 
Give the dog immediate relief by pro- 
viding water.

find site for hazard 

waste center 

Now that public outcry forced the Solid Waste Agency of 
Lake County (SWALCO) to abandon plans to locate a 
collection center and temporary storage site for haz- 
ardous materials in the Village of Round Lake, the 
search continues for a suitable location. 

Meanwhile, stuff like paint thinner, batteries, insecticides and 
household chemicals continues to colled in basements and 
garages. What to do? 

SWALCO might well consider hanging an attractive price tag 
on a home for a collection center much the same way officials did 
when expansion of a huge county landfill was up for considera- 
tion. The concept of a "host community" was conceived with $ I 
million annual gratuity. The fact that Grayslake was the only pos- 
sible "host" was beside the point. Grayslake officials literally hro- 
kered their cooperation and support for landfill expansion and 
the village and its citizens are the richer for it. The same ap- 
proach, although on,a smaller scale, could be used for the haz- 
ardous waste center. 

Lake County faced a garbage disposal crisis until a deal 
was worked out with Grayslake. Siting hazardous wastes tem- 
porarily for permanent disposal elsewhere isn't a county crisis 
now and probably never will be. But the problem won't go 
away until enough money is put on the table to identify a 
"host community." Watch how dangling the dollars will make

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Tollway working for county 
transportation solution 



recent Lakeland Newspa- 
per's editorial entitled 
"Core city's future tied to 
.Route 53 plans" suggests 
that development and growth in 
Lake County could be less than 
forecast as a result of growing in- 
vestor interest in inner city oppor- 
tunities, The Information source cit- 
ed for this theory is a 1995 article in 
the Harvard Business Review enti- 
tled "The Competitive Advantage of 
the Inner City," written by Professor 
Michael Porter. 



Professor Porter's article does 
not assert that increased Inner city 
economic development would re- 
sult in any reduction In suburban 
population growth or economic de- 
velopment. The focus in the article 
is on his theory that the best way to 
revitalize inner city economies is for 
responsible government entities to 
move away from "social models 
built around meeting the needs of 
Individuals" and switch to support- 
ing "private, for-profit initiatives 
and investment based on economic 



self-interest and genuine competi- 
tive advantage." 

The "true advantages of the in- 
ner city" cited by Professor Porter 
can include locations adjacent to 
downtown business centers, local 
consumer purchase potentials, ac- 
cess to developed "regional clus- 
ters" of related companies, and the 
availability of large pools of poten- 
tially trainable labor. He also cites 
the "real disadvantages of the inner

That's quite a departure from 
the days when teams mostly were 
nicknamed after animals, birds) 
cowboys, Indians, saints and devils, 
plus all kinds of canines and every 
cat In the jungle. 

Most of our Lakeland area high 
schools have normal nicknames: 
Rams, Mustangs, Blue Devils, Pan- 
thers, Wildcats, Bulldogs and, in 
Lake Zurich, the Bears. 

Since the previous column on 
this subject, friends have called to 
my attention there are minor-league 
hockey teams known as the Macon 
Whoopee and the Jacksonville 
lizard Kings, and minor-league 
baseball teams called the Winston- 
Salem Warthogs, the Batavia Muck- 
dogs and the Lansing Lugnuts.

Mental Health Care is a necessary, not luxury 






The recent shootings on 
Capital Hill have sadly 
demonstrated the tragedy 
of severe brain disorders. I 
sponsored Legislation in the Illinois 
House of Representatives, House 
Bill 1 1 1 , which would reduce the 
health insurance discrimination 
which prevents many severely 
mentally ill patients from getting 
the medical care that they need. 
While this legislation will not solve 
all of the problems which untreated 
or under-treated mental illness 
causes, it's a good start. 

The bill was passed by a large 
majority in the House, but the Sen- 
ate failed to bring the issue to a 
vote. Yet there is no reason— includ- 
ing cost — to oppose this legislation, 
and the reasons for passing it are 
overwhelming. 

First, science has demonstrated 
that major brain disorders are root- 
ed in biology. Despite this, most in- 



surance policies still deny or drasti- 
cally reduce treatment for diseases 
such as severe depression or schiz- 
ophrenia. There is no logical reason 
to treat these Illnesses differently 
than other serious maladies. 

Second, it is costing much more 
to ignore or under- treat these Ill- 
nesses than to treat them. The indi- 
rect costs of not treating mental ill- 
nesses include lost productivity, 
premature deaths, crime and reme- 
dial social welfare programs. The 
indirect costs are high, in part, be- 
cause severe mental Illnesses tend 
to strike individuals who are at the 
start of their most productive years. 
That is why treatment and preven- 
tion offer great savings opportuni- 
ties. Furthermore, when companies 
refuse to adequately insure their 
own employees for such brain dis- 
orders, the burden falls on the pub- 
lic health system and all taxpayers. 

Many states (including Mary- 



land, Texas and Minnesota) have 
successfully, and economically, im- 
plemented legislation similar to 
HBl 1 1 . It Is working. It is not break- 
ing the bank or driving companies 
out of business. It is serving people 
who desperately need medical care. 

Third, Illinois citizens believe 
that people with severe mental ill- 
ness should have the same health 
insurance protection as those who 
suffer from cancer, diabetes or oth- 
er brain diseases such as Parkin- 
son's disease or epDepsy. 

Finally, I am sponsoring HBl 1 1 
because it is the right thing to do.. I 
will continue to work toward pas- 
sage of this important legislation.

Imagine what it must be like to 
have a neighbor who is a Ore and 
police director tell you point-blank 
to take the incident very seriously 
and to install a security system to 
protect your family. 

Needless to say, my family and I 
stand behind the reforms my wife 
has made are very proud of the 
hard work and technology she has 
brought to the office.

Parents can obtain 
necessary forms al the local clerk's or 
register's office which may be wit- 
nessed by the clerk or register. 

Legislation enacted in 1998 fur- 
ther builds on the program by pro- 
viding that parents must be given 
oral and written explanations of their 
legal rights and responsibilities when 
establishing paternity. 

Willard Helander, Lake County 
Clerk, is enthusiastic about the pro- 
grams, commenting, "Once par- 
ents understand the tremendous 
advantages of legally established 
parenthood for a child, the majori- 
ty don't hesitate to at least learn 
more about the issues involved. 
The protection of a child's rights is 
an important responsibility of 
county clerks through our partici- 
pation in the national I-SEARCH 
program and protecting against 
the misuse of birth records. Our of- 
fice is eager to keep updated on 
such programs to ensure the safety 
and rights of children."

Futuristic dental procedures already being used 



Cutting edge and high-tech gad- 
getry will dramatically change the 
way dental care is delivered in the 
next century, say dental researchers. 

"Dental offices already are be- 
coming the scene of many new tech- 
nologies that permit more complex 
and improved dental treatments," 
saysTrucia Drummond, DDS, a gen- 
eral dentist who practices in 
Chicago's Loop. "Dentists love new 
gadgets — anything that makes treat- 
ment easier for our patients." 

Drummond says intra-oral cam- 
eras are a classic example how tech- 



nology can improve dental care. "A 
small wand with a miniature video 
camera is inserted into the patient's 
mourn, where it transmits a signal to 
a television monitor next to the den- 
tal chair," she says. 

She lists some other advances 
mat are on their way. 

• Lasers: Already used Tor some 
soft tissue applications such as re- 
moving lesions,* and for tooth 
whitening purposes, many dentists 
feel they will used to zap tooth decay, 
precluding the need for tooth 
restorations or fillings. 



• Digital radiography: This tech- 
nology uses a tiny intra-oral sensor 
that replaces conventional X-ray film, 
sending images by wireless methods 
directly to a computer screen. 

• Kinetic cavity, preparation: 
Also called "air-abrasive technolo- 
gy," this procedure occurs when tiny 
aluminum particles are carried by a 
stream of air, spraying away decay 
without the sound of a drill, vibra- 
tions or local anesthetic. 

• Electronic dental anesthesia: 
By attaching electrodes In the 
mouth, the dentist can use electric 



pulses to alleviate nerve sensation. 

• Bonding and adhesives: These 
materials allow the tooth and ve- 
neers, for example, a better fit, re- 
sulting in minimal drilling, greater 
strength, tighter seals, and more nat- 
ural color blending with the tooth.

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Parents dread school year 




Dear Dr. Singer, 
School Is fast ■ 
approaching and we 
hove had an ongoing 
problem with oar child that we 
dread facing again. We feel 
that our child simply doesn't 
enjoy school or the process of 
learning. 

It Is like pulling teeth to get 
mat child to work on anything 
and it is usually within the first 
few weeks that grades fall 
down the tubes. Can you give 
us any Insight here on how to 
get this to change? S.T. 

DearS-T., 

I have a few suggestions, first of 
which would be to let me Lest the 
child. It's good to have a roadmap 
of the obstacles if they actually exist 
and if they don't, that knowledge is 
good to have as well! At least then, 
you can rule out any cognitive or 
processing issue and proceed full 
force without guilt or get the child 
the help that will make a difference! 
As you may or may not know, I 
run a program that deals with this 
very thing and I've made some 
interesting observations. First let 
me say that I do believe there are 
real learning obstacles [hat get in 
the way for SOME kids. People who 
have read my columns before know 
thai through the popular press. I 
believe that many kids are getting 
loo savvy a l diagnosing their own 
problems for the purpose of gelling 
out of the responsibility they feel. 
I think ibis ts a very important 
thing to get past. I think that if you 
have hard data in the form of test- 
ing, you either rule out or confirm 
and treat, but my feeling is, we

need to stop playing the middle 
ground between these two options. 

Another thing I've noticed in 
the scope of my cognitive improve- 
ment program (Total Success and 
Pace) is what I will call a re-defini- 
tion of hard work. After they have 
received a bad grade, I have asked a 
lot of kids how long they actually 
looked at the material prior to tak- 
ing the test. The answers have 
stunned and amazed me. 

I have heard kids tell me thai 
they have sat down for 15 minutes 
and seriously expected an A and 
were surprised when they received 
an P. When I have suggested taking 
a small amount of extra time each 
night on each subject plus two 
hours (he night before an exam, I 
am looked a! as though I come 
from another planet, I have seen 
this look from parents as well. I 
don't know what changed, or 
when, but I do know thai school 
work is just that...work! It's not 
meant to be fun. It's not meant to 
be entertaining, although to some it 
is and that's great. To the great 
majority of people, it is a rile of pas- 
sage or a stepping stone to future 
privileges. It scares me that I am 
seeing such a large amount of peo- 
ple who prefer to make excuses for 
why a child can't, instead of help- 
ing that child to gel to "I can." 
We all have our own obstacles. 



Some of us can't see well. Some of 
us can't hear well. Some of us are 
slower learners than others, but 
that Isn't a reason to give up the 
game! It's a reason to become chal- 
lenged and to move beyond what 
we think we can. I have seen this 
thought Instilled in kids and with 
the ones I've met, they always fol- 
low suit! 

I remember one of the most 
powerful sights I ever saw was 
when I was working on my under- 
graduate degree at U of I in 
Champaign. I was working and had 
too many classes and felt over- 
loaded and was always complain- 
ing about that. 1 figured I'd be 
lucky to get C's. One day, on my 
way into work, I saw a young man 
with an arm frill of books walking . 
down the street. So, you might ask, 
what is the big deal about that? 
Many people walk down the street 
on a college campus with books in 
their arms. This man afco had a 
walking stick and was completely 
blind, yei he was at a university that 
demanded tremendous academic 
performance, both past and future. 
All of a sudden, my problems didn'i 
seem so insurmountable. 

Now, many kids have obstacles 
of their own. Maybe some have 
ADD and some have LD and some 
are behavior disordered, but tt 
doesn't make them incompetent 
human beings. These problems 
simply need lo be addressed and 
life gotten on with. 

Be careful with your child's dis- 
taste for school. Investigate it thor- 
oughly first bui, don't fall into the 
failure trap. You are allowed to 
expect effort from your child. You 
are allowed to teach your child the

way to find success through hard 
work and putting off immediate 
gratification. Academics are behav- 
ior-related like many other behav- 
iors. Asking your child to like school 
may be stretching it, but requiring 
your child to meet certain stan- 
dards isn't. As I said above, have 
the child tested first to be sure of 
what that roadmap looks like that 
we discussed earlier and then once 
you find out or rule out problems, 
either way, get it treated and help 
your child move on. 

Getting kids to like learning can 
be done through challenge and 
success. You can find out what 
topics interest your child and help 
the child find out about those top- 
ics. Set up a contrived situation in 
which you help your child read 
about a topic and ask the child 
about It, complimenting correct 
answers. Outline for the child that 
this is really no different than 
school. The only difference is that 
in school the child doesn't neces- 
sarily like all the topics, but can still 
do well if enough time is spent or 
the correct help is gotten. 

During school, maybe make 
school a contest for him or her. 
After the child has been tested and 
treated if necessary, make sure that 
privileges, rewards and freedom are 
tied into the child's effort. Effort, 
meaning time put In, not grades! 
Grades will come naturally with 
time put in. Share with your child 
your definition of the minimum 
amount of time that is acceptable 
to you. Of course, be reasonable! 
Twelve hours is not reasonable! 

1 think we really need to help 
our kids get back to the under- 
standing that success is not a mat- 
ter of luck or being someone else 
who doesn't have our problems. 
It's a matter of striving in the face of 



obstacles. It's a matter of giving it 
all you've got and more to get the 
job done because you are proud of 
that I've worked with enough kids 
In this cognitive Improvement pro- 
gram (Total Success and Pace) to 
know that many of them don't real- 
ly have a concept of what hard 
work or finishing something com- 
pletely is! Once they're taught and 
expectations are set, they prove to 
be more than capable and really 
feel pride when doing it 

There Is plenty of room for 
nurture and pride with our chil- 
dren. You don't need to be a drill 
sergeant, but you do need to have 
faith in your child and help your 
child have faith in him or herself! 
Tell your child that you know he 
or she can do it! And then teach 
and guide! If you feel over- 
whelmed or need some guidance, 
let me know! Also, make sure to 
call me if your child has trouble 
with school. I've helped a lot of 
kids learn to love learning, quick- 
ly. I've also helped a lot of kids 
learn how to increase their learn- 
ing skills intensely! 

The beginning of school should 
be an exciting time. A time of great 
expectations and thrills about what 
new heights each child will attain. 
Unfortunately, those kids who have 
had difficulty don't see it this way. 
Let's help them to see It this way! 
I'd love to hear from you!

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New gene associated with AMleimer'S disease 



The Greater Chicagoland 
Alzheimer's Association Is encour- 
aged by newly published research 
that suggests there Is another gene 
that may be associated with In- 
creased risk of Alzheimer's disease. It 
is especially interestingbecause it in- 
volved people with Alzheimer's who 
did not cany the known Alzheimer 
risk gene, APOE-e4, according to the 
association. 

"This is an Intriguing, though pre- 
liminary, study," said Kent Bamheis- 
er, association executive director. 
"We need confirmation by other sci- 
entists with large groups of patients 
before we can determine the true im- 
pact of this research." 

"This finding provides further sup- 
port to the growing body of evidence 
that there are multiple genes that af- 
fect a person's risk of getting 
Alzheimer's disease, said Bamheiser. 
"Also, it indicates a possible gene as- 
sociated with Increased risk for 
Alzheimer's in people who do not 
have the APOE-e4 gene." 

APOE-e4 Is currently the only gen- 
erally accepted genetic risk factor for 
Alzheimer's disease. 

The study, by Robe rt Ferrell, Ph.D., 
and colleagues at the University of 
Pittsburgh Alzheimer's Disease Re- 
search Center, appears In the March 
1998 Issue of Nature Genetics. The 
team's clinical leader was Steven 
DeKosky, M.D., chair of the 
Alzheimer's Association's Medical 
and Scientific Advisory Council. 

The researchers studied 357. people 
with Alzheimer's disease and 320 
norma] controls. All were tested to 
find which types of a gene, known as 
the bleomycin hydrolase gene, they 
had. The gene has two forms, or alle- 
les, known as A and G. People get two 
copies of the gene, one from each 
parent 

The researchers found that people 
In their study who had two copies of 
the G allele, and did not have APOE- 



e4, were four times more likely to 
have. Alzheimer's disease. "It Is evi- 
dent there are many factors that con- 
tribute to the cause and progression 
of Alzheimer's and almost certainly 
there are multiple genes' involved. 
We need to track down these genes 
and find out how they Interact with 
each other and with other risk factors 
In the environment," Bamheiser 
said. 

The Alzheimer's Association is a 
strong supporter of increasing 
knowledge about what causes 



Alzheimer's, including the generics of 
the disease, as a gateway to develop- 
ing treatments. 

Alzheimer's disease attacks the 
memory and impairs the ability to 
think, reason and judge. It Is the 4th 
leading cause of death among U.S. 
adults.
